Further, the claim was made in the proper manner by disclosing the priority information in the 
application data sheet and the specification was amended as refenred by the rules. This application, 
the POT application and the provisional application all identified Gregory J. Balint as the inventor. 
Therefore, the claim of priority is proper and was timely. Applicants hereby request that the record be 
corrected to show the priority date of June 24, 2003 claiming priority from PCT/US/20257, filed June 24, 
2004 and U.S. provisional application 60/480,966 filed June 24, 2003. Further, applicants request 
correction of the BIB DATA SHEET and Notice of Acceptance of Application under 35 U.S.C. 371 and 
37 C.F.R. 1 .495 to con-ectly identify the priority date of June 24, 2003.
